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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Regarding Office Rejection of Claim 1 under USC 101 is 
removed, based on the Applicants explanation, processing means and input device in this case are limited to a compuer, only. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicant's "...creating and 
associating a Personal Identification Code "PIC"", PIC is not claimed. In response to Applicant's argument that Marcous et al (US 
5,650,604) does not disclose if a first identification code ..." Marcous discloses first identifier code (system generated PIN) associated with 
customer/transferor and database/journal files (see Marcous col. 3 line 63 to col. 4 line 20 and col. 6 lines 40-55; col. 7 lines 17-41), 
Marcous does not discloses the conditional limitation "if the code" (or a record, a customer account number, etc) exists in the database 
then it can be retrieved from database files/journal files. On other hand "if code does not" exists in the database then it will be created as a 
new code (system generated PIN, customer number, etc). Therefore motivation for creating a new code (system generated PIN, account 
number) is allowing new customer (transferor) to transfer money. For example, a bank customer using his/her personal computer at home 
wants to access his/her bank account, the bank computer log in window asks for log in ID and password, "if customer is not enrolled, 
he/she will be directed to enroll and create an ID and password or one will be assigned for him/her by the financial institution, on other 
hand "if the customer has ID and password (stored in financial institution's database), he/she can log in to the system. 
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
